Bill has accomplished much for the EFA 
during his unassuming and unofficious 
term of leadership. In 2003 he directed 
exploration into revising the EFA's 
Constitution and Bylaws, which resulted 
in expanding the purposes of the 
Association from merely social ones to 
ones providing opportunities for members 
to interact with Palm Beach State 
personnel and students, to volunteer 
services, and to obtain benefits and services 
for members. He established the practices 
of a door prize gift certificate at each 
meeting and of a Holiday Luncheon Party 
for members and guests in December—a 
practice which has been increasingly 
popular with members each year. 


We are in debt to Bill for his service, and 
we need to repay that debt by action. It is 
time for some of our “young” members— 
those still in their sixties—to step in and 
assume some of the leadership. We who
